DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, filed 10/07/2009, with respect to claims 1-15 have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of these claims has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The reasons 
for allowance can be found in Applicant's remarks filed 10/07/2009 in addition to the 
following statements: 

Regarding independent claim 1 , the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly 
suggest the combination of all limitations of claim 1 that includes: 

"e) a first compartment having a first translucent viewing pane and 
containing the first camera and the second illuminator ; 

f) a second compartment having a second translucent viewing pane and 
containing the second camera and the first illuminator ; 

in which the first and second compartments are separated from each other 
by an opaque wall preventing light from the first illuminator originating in the 
second compartment from reflecting off the second translucent pane directly to 
the first camera and preventing light from the second illuminator originating in 
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Art Unit: 2622 

the first compartment from reflecting off the first translucent pane directly to the 
second camera ."
